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Can We Make Common 

Cause With “Reformers?”

S I have often said, whether with or without social re¬ 
form. we cai.not escape Social-Democracy. The So¬ 

cialist republic is the aim toward which, from a law of 
nature, the entire political and ecoimcnical development 
of modem times is movinR. 

A Social-Democracy is the goal of the evolution. And not by any 
means a far distant goal. Nor is it the la.st station on tljp road 
which humanity will liave to follow. Progress will never stop. 

• « • 

The 5 sociaf-T)cmocracy is the next station. We are speeding to¬ 

ward it with the accelerating velocity of a locomotive on the ^ road. 

It is only a convincing confiimation of this view that the “social 
4]uc.stion'’ now stands everywhere in the foreground of public dis¬ 
cussion. 

We all know from history that an old order of society was al¬ 
ways doomed, when its appointed guardians and supporters felt 
calleel upon to nutke the demands of the adherent* of the new order 
their own—when they tried "to steal the revolutionist thunder,” as the 
saying is. 

• • « 

We are revolutionists. 

We are revolutionary, not in the vul^r meaning of the word, 
which is entirely wrong, but in the sense illustrated by history — the 
only logical sense. For it is foolish to expect any re'olts from riots 
and dynamite, from muiderous attacks and conspiracies, in a courtry 
where we have tiic ballot, as long as the ballot has not been gi.en 
a full and fair trial. 

We want to convince the majority of the iieople. 

As long a* we are in the minority we. of course, Itave no right 
to force our opinion upon an umvilling majority. 

* • * 

Besides, as modern men and tme Democrats, we have a some¬ 
what less lomantic and boyish idea of the development of human 
things and social systems. 

And we know that one can kill tyrants and scare individuals with 
dynamite and bullets, but one cannot develop a system in that way. 

No true Social-Democrat ever dreams of a sudden change of so- 
tiety. Such fanatic dreamers nowhere find more determined oppo¬ 
nent* tlian in the ranks of the true Social-Democrats. 

• • • 

We know perfectly well that brutal force serves only tliose who 
have it. that a sudden overthrow will breed dictators, that it can pro¬ 
mote only subjection, never liberty. 

We even propose a general and systematic arming of the cilioens as 
the safest means of preventing sudden upheavals and of preserving 
denKicracy and freedom. 

• * * 

In short, the Social-Democrats do not expect success from a so- 
called revolution—that is, a smaller or big^r riot—but from a real 
revolution, from the revolutionising of minds, the only true revolu¬ 
tion there is. 

The Social-Democrats absolutely refuse to break off the thread 
of history at any one place. 

No Social-Democrat ever dreams of introducing a year I, and be¬ 
ginning a new era with it, as did the fathers of the great French 
revolution—which was indeed entirely in harmony with their “a 
priori” and doctrinaire methods.

The Social-Democrats do not in the least expect to "make his¬ 
tory,” as certain ignorant and fanatical impossibilists dream of do- 
ing What we aspire to is much more modest, more matter-of-fact, 
and therefore more reliaUe and more substantial. 

We want to observe closely the course of things, the develop¬ 
ment of economic and political conditions. We want to find out, if 
possible, where this development leads. 

Then, supported by this knowledge, we want to put ourselves in 
line with the march of dvilisation, so that civilization will carry us, 
instead of crushing us, which it would do, if—knowingly or not—we 
should stand opposed to it 

• • • 

Thinking workmen and thinking men of amy class become So- 
dal-Democrats, iwt because we like to be "different” from other 
people. 

Not because a man by the name of Karl Marx has "invented the 
co-operative commonwealth” and painted it as gorgeously as possible 
—which, by the way, he did not do. 


We are Social-Democrat* because we have recognized that the 
coonomical development of the present capitalist system leads toward 
SociaHstic production. 

Not that we wish to urn t^n humanity “our" Socialist repub- 
Ec, but that the Socialist republic has urged itself upon us as the next 
stage of civilization and will urge itself tome day upon all civilized 
humanity. 

■ • • 

Yet we do not deny that after bv have convinced the majority of 
the people, we are going to use force if the minority should resist 

But in every democracy the majority rules, and must rule. 

• a • 

It is clear that this revolutioa of the minds cannot be brought 
about in a day or'two, nor can k be arranged according to the 
nlcaattre of a few. It can only be attained patient work and in- 
teOigat organizatioB. 

Therefore the Sodal-Democrats concentrate their whole force on 
agitation and organizatioB. The Sodal-Dcmocratie leaders in every 
ceoatry, as a general rule, arc matter-of-fact, cool-headed peraons. 
IThe Social-Democratic following b known to be the hot dbc^lined 
in existence.

Up to a certain point, therefore, the taetks of the SodabDcmo- 
crats and the social reformers, are exactly the same. 

Both buBd upon the part hirtorieal development and take into con- 
tidemtioH the present eondilione. 

• • • 

But the tactics and the aims of the Social-Democrats do indeed 
Siler from those of tiie sodal reformers in one essential point. The 
Social-Democrati never fail to dedare that with all the social reforms, 
good and worthy of support as they may be, conditions cannot be 
p e rm a n entij improved. 

• • • 

We Sodal-Democrats say we are willing to accept and hdp on 
every social lefoim. 

But we also say that social reforms are but installments by 
which we must not allow oursdvet to be bilbed; that full economic 
freedom will only be adiieved by Social-Democracy. 

Yet as a stepping stone, as a transition—and even as a necessary 
rtepting Slone and as ess indispens^le transition —social reforms of all 
kindi 1 are fully and wholly recognized by the Soc^Democracy.

We recognize their usefulness and necessity even when we do not 
agree with the motives of the promoters and leaders of sodal reform. 

We are willing to accept these reforms, even wbm we disagree 
about their speed and the methods to be employed.

Commercialists Agaftilt Farmers and Labor 


Madison, Wis.—In the assembly 
public ownersJiip of a binder twine 
plant has beeri defeated. 

Tlie commercial element* of the 
stale, with the Merchants and Man¬ 
ufacturers’ association of Milwau¬ 
kee taking a prominent part, had 
a strong lobby at Madison during 
the entire session. To scare anil 
prejudice the farmers against the 
plant the words “Socialism” and i 
"Socialistic tendencies” were used.! 
in committee hearings, and in priv-1 
ale, and were .strongly emphasizeil I 
by Speaker Bancroft, who was *e -1 
lected to stab the farmers on the 
floor of the assembly. 

He set up a howl about class leg¬ 
islation and deliberately charged 
the members with criminal viola¬ 
tion of their oath to serve the con¬ 
stitution of the state if they dared 
to vote with tlie farmers, and bra¬ 
zenly declared from the chair that 
he was ready to assume the respon¬ 
sibility and honor of defeating the 
fanners. 

On the first ballot of the three 
bills on the question the farmer* 
won the day at 6:30 p.m. The as¬ 
sembly then adjourn^, and upon 
resumption of business the next 
morning the other two bill* were 
killed without debate, the bouse Mt- 
ing under the previoos question, 
which had been called on the first 
bill the day before and included the 
other bills pertaining to the same 
subject. 

TTie fourth bill 00 the subject 
was a bill to repeal the binder twiiB 
taw enacted two years ago. This

NtgatHfi'i'^r probleni of unemployment does not arise from the 
fact that there arc people who have teisure, though Prof. Veblen deals 
with such. 

It doea'Htft have to do with the fact that there are the merely idle, 
or laay peopGf. Nor is it concerned with the fact tliat people take va¬ 
cations from work. It does not have to do with those who WILL 
NOT work, Wr with so-called "hoboes,” though "hoboes" are prob¬ 
ably the prc^Dct of the unemployed statua 

Pottlwt: The problem is this: Given the wealthiest country on 
earth, with an'hhiiiidance of natural resources unexploited; given the 
most perfect mechanical equipment known to the world’s history; and 
given the most rtficient industrial army that the civilized world has 
ever known; Wlui is lo lie done with the fact that millions of able- 
bodied men and women who are willing to work, and who need to work 
in order to get their living, are refus^ the opportunity to use their 
abilities in order m gel the necessities of life? 

Or, more hr icily: How to guarantee w'ork to able and willing 
workers? 

That there i- such a proMem, is sufficiently proven by the fact 
that civilized nati 'ns have appointed cominisskins to investigate it and 
to make reconunriulations; that international conferences of economists 


of the.se poor ilcvils. tie may get a 
big day's work for the meager pay 
out of them.

Tlw blank (*•*) in the month of .August does not mean that all 
industries are.^ly employed. It means that the largest total number 
are emplyoed ni all industries in that montK And it must be remem¬ 
bered that all figures in the above table are averages, and if they held 
lor exact value, would mean that of those laid off in all industries, 
every one found another job except the number represented by the 
average unemployed for tiut month. Any working man knows this is 
not so. And here comes in the Industrial Reserve .Army, of which we 
shall say more directly. 

/(ufarfriuf Disflocemmt is a matter which explains itself by a 
glance at the first table. Boys serve their time as apprentices. <mly to 
find their trade destroyed hr a new machine, or rise so altered that tlie 
trade is revolutionized. Tfijs is the Industrial Revolution, taking the 
control of industrial processes and t<x>ls out of the hands of the tiand 
workers, and putting it into the hands of the factory owner. 

The fxmrest workman is as little to blame as the best one fur the 
removal of shops, combination of plants, shutting down for repairs, 
business failures, shortage of raw material, hurtful legislation, and the 
like. These are a |>art of the present anarchic organization of industry. 
Tliey lend to disappear in ordinary times, in those industries where 
machinepr is used-on a big scale, and where the trust and monopoly 
are getting in their work. 

As for strikes, the percentage of men unemployed at any one 
time on account of strikes is very small indeed. To begin with, only 
two million of the wage workers arc organized at alt. Of those dis¬ 
covered to be idle during an investigation made by the United States 
Labor Bnreau, in 1886. only 2.07 per cent were found to be idle on ac¬ 
count of strikes. 

Industrial Displacement has nothing to do with the degree of effi¬ 
ciency, the laziness or thv- habits of the workers. It results purely and 
simply from the changes 'n the conditions of employment over which 
the workman lias no control, and which he cannot, as a rule, possibly 
foresee. 

Temporary Diiabilily is caused mainly by sickness and accident. 
To some extent these may tie ilue to careless liabils of life or labor on 
tk* part of the worker. But in:reasingly tliey are being recognized as 
mainly (iu; to social and industrial conditions. More and more it is 
acknowledged that sickness and accident can be largely reduced by 
proper foresiglit concetning liousing. food supply, and factory legisla¬ 
tion. And they are known lo be a oerlain dwniic statistical value or 
quantity under given conditions, definite enough to form tlic basis for 
insurance cakulations and insurance business. 

Panics certainly cannot be laid to tlie working class, altliougli tlie 
greatest hardships fall upon the working class on account of panics. 
We shall have more to say about the panic farther on. and for the 
present will simply say that panics are due to exploitation of the work¬ 
ers by the capitalist class. 

Under Chronic and Pemunent Unemployment we come most 
luturally to Chronic Disabililx. This has two main causes, sicknes." 
and accident. Figures are dimmlt to get. But the Federal Labor Bu¬ 
reau found a total of idleness due to sickness (temporary and chronic) 
amounting to 22.54 per cent of the total number idle, and lift per 
cent o ftlic total number wjtre idle on account of accidents (temporary 
or pennanent in effect). 

Personal Inefficiency is complained of more than anything else by 
employers. Correspondence schools play hard upon this string in their 
advertisements. But curiously enouf^, we find tiiat of 420 wimien who 
graduated jrom a trade school, 25 per cent gave up the trade they had 
l«med. and the use of their extra and acquired skill, because they 
could get a steadier job at a less skilled employment—even if the 
wages per vreek did not equal that earned at the skilled trade. 

If laziness and drunkenness are charged with the bulk of unem¬ 
ployment by employers, it must be by those who do not know what 
they are talking about. The investigators found only .22 per cent of 
the total number lo be by any interpretation merely idle, and only .26 
per cent lo he known as idle on accxiuiit of drunkmness! Notiody denies 
that the workers drink and that tiiere are drunkards among them. But 
to charge their unemplovnient to drunkenness is hot asly to insult them, 
but to speak cemtrary to the known facts. 

Old Age, of course, will finally disqualify men and women from 
work under any conditions. But the .shame an.d tlie outrage of it now 
is, that men are called "old” as soon as they b^n to turn grey, or to 
wear glasses. Skill and judgment are not wanted: the machine takes 
care of these anlnmatically. What is wanted is SPEED an!) STE.AM. 
•And only the young can keep up ti>c gait required by modem ma¬ 
chinery.
